The departu re of Richard M. Nix ­ 
on from the White Hou se will occu py 
political analy sts for the rem ainder 
of the y ear and historians for the 
rest of the centu ry . Since the m at­ 
ters of chu rch and state still control 
ou r society , it is appropriate to con­ 
sider the impact of President Gerald 
R. Ford—in religion as well as poli­ 
tics. 
It is apparent to many Americans 
that the new President is a man of 
deep personal conv ictions, a seriou s 
m em ber of the Episcopal Chu rch, 
and is willing to make pray er and 
pu blic life a natu ral ex perience. His 
references to the Almighty in his 
first addresses were not the su gges­ 
tions of a speech writer bu t the nor­ 
mal affirmations of a spiritu al per­ 
sonality . His first weekend in office 
fou nd President Ford not in some 
entertainm ent center in Florida or 
California—bu t attending his neigh­ 
borhood Chu rch in su bu rban M ary ­ 
land. It is the opinion of many who 
know this man from Michigan that 
his occu pancy of the White Hou se 
will m ark a qu iet retu rn of the reli­ 
giou s dimension—not only in Wash­ 
ington bu t across the United States. 
Consider these clu es. Of all the 
associations, organizations and 
grou ps to which Gerald Ford has be­ 
longed in his 20 y ears of pu blic life, a 
congressional pray er grou p 
has 
been his most determined priority . 
The new President reflects the deep 
piety that is nou rished and su stained 
in so many Michigan hou seholds. In­ 
deed, one of his sons is presently 
preparing for the ministry at Gor- 
don-Conwell Seminary . The con­ 
cerns of chu rch and Bible and the 
Christian life are fam iliar to this 
family and their friends. 
With this backgrou nd, what sort 
of changes shou ld we anticipate in 
the affairs of chu rch and state? For 
a president, by neglect or enthu ­ 
siasm, hostility or cordiality , does 


affect the religiou s atmosphere in 
the United States. 
1) Look for an end to the formal 
worship serv ices in the White Hou se. 
Nothing was more irritating to the 
religiou s commu nity of North Amer­ 
ica than the Su nday serv ices held for 
an “inv ited” au dience, a command 
perform ance of President Nix on. 
Apologists argu ed that the Secret 
Serv ice wanted this, it was easier to 
handle secu rity . Whatev er, Presi­ 
dent Ford and his family will mov e 
ou t of this religiou s imprisonment 
and reinstate the pu blic attendance 
at chu rch that ev ery other president 
has followed. 
2) Ju st as this administration 
has declared an open and honest 
sty le of leadership in the m atters of 
state, so will the channels be ex tend­ 
ed to the dozens of chu rchmen of ev ­ 
ery denomination and faith to hear 
their concerns, answer their inqu i­ 
ries, and seek their cou nsel. The 
Nix on administration, and the last 
y ears of the Johnson, saw an almost 
complete pu t down of chu rch leaders 
and religiou s issu es. Vietnam was 
the reason, bu t now a new beginning 
will do mu ch to restore a balance in 
these m atters. 
Almost 20 y ears ago, ov erlooking 
the Hu dson Riv er at Morningside 
Heights, a new bu ilding was being 
dedicated. Some two dozen denomi­ 
nations and chu rch erou Ds wou ld in­ 
habit this New York sky scraper. The 
largest tenant was to be the National 
Cou ncil of Chu rches, with the World 
Cou ncil taking an entire floor. 
As the impressiv e ceremonies 
cam e to an end, Dwight Dav id E i­ 
senhower stepped forward and the 
cornerstone of the Interchu rch Cen­ 
ter was laid by the 34th President of 
the United States. For a man of faith 
and in tou ch with the spiritu al life 
of the people, it was a normal, natu ­ 
ral ev ent to share. 
With Gerald Ford we will see the 
qu iet bu t forcefu l retu rn of the reli­ 
giou s dimension. 
Che a ts hurt joble s s

WASHINGTON (NEA)— There 
is a woman in New York who weekly 
shows u p in tennis dress to collect 
u nemploy ment compensation. She 
tells one and all that her hu sband is a 
railroad ex ecu tiv e bu t a skinflint 
and that in order to redecorate her 
kitchen, she had to earn her own 
money . She fou nd a part-time job 
bu t was laid off after a y ear. She 
makes it lou dly clear she doesn’t 
need u nemploy ment compansation, 
bu t, well, diahling, “ I’v e got it com­ 
ing tom e, don’t I?” 
Unfortu nately she does, legally 
any way . And so do u ncou nted others 
who are at least morally abu sing u n­ 
em ploy m ent com pensation law s. 
Nobody knows precisely how many 
people collect u nneeded compensa­ 
tion bu t the Labor Department esti­ 
m ates abou t 20 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s recipients “are not in dire 
straits ” If so, this works ou t to 
abou t 1.2 million people annu ally 
collecting $1 billion on the dole. No 
dou bt some take the money for 
things other than kitchen redecor­ 
ation bu t many others take it only 
becau se they ’v e got it coming.” 
The sad situ ation is as old as 
compensation relief itself—almost 40 
y ears. Bu t it is especially contempti­ 
ble at a time when millions of genu ­ 
inely needy u nemploy ed are try ing 
to stretch compensation dollars ov er 
an inflationary economy . If 20 per 
cent of compensation recipients are 
not in dire straits, 80 per cent are; 
some 5 million people or more will 
collect this y ear, not in tennis dress­ 
es bu t in workclothes and not for 
kicks bu t for real. 
“Personally ,” say s another New 
York receiv er, “ I’m ashamed to be 
here bu t we got to e a t. ’ ’ 
Eating, actu ally , is abou t all the 
noed> recipients can ex pect from 
the dole. The compensation sy stem 
was originally designed to allow u n­ 
employ ed working men and women 
to meet their basic, non-deferable 
liv ing ex penses bu t that goal has long 
since been eclipsed by reality . Com­ 
pensation v aries from state to state 
ou t the av erage state pay ment today 
is $75 weekly , enou gh for food ^or a 
family of fou r or f^ e bu t not enou gh 


for any thing else. So, if a man is ou t 
of work long these day s, and has no 
su pplemental income, he stands the 
risk of losing his home, car and any ­ 
thing else paid for at regu lar credit 
interv als. 
The sy stem, moreov er, has more 
fau lts than the size of its checks. It is 
a fed eral-state program , which 
means it lacks minimu m standards 
and is frau ght with inconsistencies. 
Each state ru ns its own plan, the 
Federal gov ernment merely , and 
qu ietly , ov ersees. Thu s, a workless 
person can get almost $100 a week in 
New York bu t only $6 0 in Mississippi 
and he can get 36 weeks cov erage in 
Utah bu t only 20 in Pu erto Rico. At 
best, many of the u nemploy ed get 
chicken feed 
Many people when 
employ ed these day s earn in ex cess 
of $200 a week bu t last y ear, accord­ 
ing to one stu dy , the av erage u nem­ 
ploy ment compensation was $58.50 a 
week—’ hardly enou gh,” say s a La 
bor Department man, “not hardly .” 
Some months ago there was talk 
of reform in Washington. The Nix on 
ad m inistration w anted to force 
states to ov erhau l ex isting programs 
to meet national gu idelines, inclu d­ 
ing bloated benefits. It also wanted 
to increase the nu mber of people el­ 
igible for su ch compensation 
(11 
million workers, mostly farm and 
pu blic employ es, are not cu rrently 
protected ). Interestingly . G erald 
Ford introdu ced the proposal in Con­ 
gress. Alas, nothing happened. And 
retorm is not now likely 
¡social 
spending ideas hav e been forced by 
inflation into fu ll retreat. 
Still, the optimist mu st hope. The 
priorities of inflation can not in good 
conscience neglect the citizens most 
affected by inflation At a minimu m, 
benefits shou ld be ex tended to all 
needy u nemploy ed and compensa­ 
tion shou ld be increased to two- 
thirds a m an’s salary . Besides this, 
each recipient shou ld be entitled to 
at least 26 weeks of help 
Reform wou ld cost, natu rally . 
Bu t perhaps the increases cou ld be 
lessened by a new pu blic attitu de 
toward u nemploy ment compensa­ 
tion. It is not something to be si­ 
phoned by all, only those who need it 
to liv e. 


To the Editor: 
The adm inistrativ e geniu s of 
Dix on’s own modern day triu m v ir­ 
ate of Boy er, Shippert, and German 
has su rfaced in their recent edu ca­ 
tional fiasco. Apparently u nable to 
reasonably handle what mu st su rely 
be wanton tru ancy or massiv e ab­ 
senteeism, they hav e resorted to 
what I will simply call the “Six Day 
Plan.” 
Qu oting from Way ne Ly on’s arti­ 
cle in the Au g. 22 edition of the Dix on 
Telegraph: “After accu mu lating six 
absences from any one class, in a se­ 
m ester, the stu dent will not receiv e 
credit for the cou rse.” Rather cu t 
and dried it wou ld appear. And y et, 
the v ery nex t sentence contains, 
“ . . . illness and other legitimate ex ­ 
cu ses wou ld be taken into accou nt in 
the dismissal from classes.” 
Why establish this idiotic attend­ 
ance plan if indeed illness or other 
“legitim ate” ex cu ses wou ld be tak­ 
en into accou nt? Fu rtherm ore, who 
is to decide legitimacy ? 
I mu st dedu ce, as does Neil Pe­ 
tersen, that the administration is in 
effect granting the stu dents fiv e free 
“skip” day s, as they are commonly 
called. Any stu dent who had reached 
the end of the sem ester free of ill­ 
ness, doctors’ appointments, fu ner­ 
als, or other personal absence day s, 
cou ld then take fiv e free day s from 
school withou t penalty . While on the 
other hand, a conscientiou s stu dent 
who had battled the flu at home for 
fiv e school day s early in the sem es­ 
ter, might find it impossible to at­ 
tend an athletic ev ent su ch as an Illi­ 
nois High School Association tou rna­ 
ment in any nu mber of sports, the 
distant college gradu ation ex ercises 
of a family member, a doctor’s ap­ 
pointment, or ev en a college inter­ 
v iew. 
I wou ld be firstly appalled and 
secondly ou traged if this latter stu ­ 
dent failed to receiv e credit in his or 
her cou rse for hav ing attended one 
of the aforementioned appointments 
or ev ents in ex cess of the fiv e day 
limit. Mu ltiplied by fou r or fiv e 
classes per school day , a whole se­ 
m ester’s work cou ld be lost as a re­ 
su lt of this absu rd regu lation. 
It seems to me that the adminis­ 
tration in its efforts to bolster a t­ 
tendance by a whopping “5.3 per 
cent” and ov ercome the one - class - 
period - ev ery - other - day - “skip­ 
per,” has in effect created an open 
av enu e for tru ancy and a dead end 
for legitimate absenteeism. I am 
against tru ancy —it costs the school 
its share of state edu cational money . 
If tru ancy is a sev ere problem, the 
“Six Day Plan” is not the answer. 
I think a more intellectu al and 
edu cationally enriching atm os­ 
phere, more astu te and appropriate 
planning of regu lations, and a spe­ 
cific plan to stop the stu dents miss­ 
ing one or two classes ev ery few 
day s wou ld be more in order for 
stimu lating renewed interest and 
better attendance among stu dents. 
Agreeing with Al Hardersen, I too 
am wary of statistics bu t will end 
with this thou ght. Any gain ex pe­ 
rienced at the ex pense and hardship 
of the conscientiou s class-attender, 
will su rely be lost en m asse ju st be­ 
fore sem ester’s end to the cronic 
“skipper” or other opportu nistic 
stu dents. If the “Six Day Plan” is 
implemented, perhaps the “statis­ 
tics” will bear me ou t.

Hot line ' ge ts 
off the ground

On at least three occasions since 
it was set u p in the wake of the Cu ­ 
ban missile crisis back in 19 6 2, the 
Washington-to-Moscow “ Hot Line” 
has prov ed less than reliable. 
According to Electronics m aga­ 
zine, a Danish bu lldozer operator 
once cu t the line near Copenhagen, a 
farm er in Finland plowed it u p and a 
fire in a Baltimore manhole pu t it 
ou t of serv ice. 
To eliminate the potential danger 
of the land-based commu nications 
sy stem being ou t of commission du r­ 
ing some global emergency , the U.S. 
and U.S.S R. will inau gu rate a new 
hooku p later this y ear u tilizing sat­ 
ellites. 
The original target date for the 
new Hot Line was su pposed to hav e 
been President Nix on’s v isit to Mos­ 
cow in Ju ne, bu t that had to be 
pu shed back becau se of delay s in 
setting u p the Sov iet earth station 
some 10 miles from Moscow. The 
U.S. grou nd terminal is already op­ 
erational at Ft. Detrick, Md 
Ironically , say s the magazine, 
despite all the technology and ex per­ 
tise designed into the sy stem, it 
won’t get mu ch u se. While ordinary 
commu nications between the Krem­ 
lin and Washington will continu e to 
trav el back and forth v ia closed-cir- 
cu it Telex machine, the Hot Line is 
reserv ed for top priority commu ni­ 
cations between the two gov ern­ 
ments du ring crises su ch as last Oc­ 
tober’s Middle East war. 
In any ev ent, the new sy stem is 
not ex pected to be su bject to inter­ 
ru ption by a farm er’s plow. 


In American presidential poli­ 
tics, normality has become almost 
ex ceptional. 
Ly ndon Johnson became presi­ 
dent throu gh the m u rder of John 
Kennedy . The m asterly way he took 
hold of affairs gav e him a hu ge elec­ 
toral m ajority in the following y ear, 
19 6 4. For a time he appeared, and 
felt himself to be. irresistible, bu t 
something abou t the situ ation of an 
irresistible president cau ses him to 
get ou t of tou ch and so calls u p re­ 
sistance ou t of the grou nd. By 19 6 8 
Mr. Johnson fou nd himself u ncer­ 
tain of being renominated, let alone 
re-elected, and he was forced to 
withdraw from politics, leav ing his 
party in a shambles of which Mr. 
Nix on was the beneficiary . 
Mr. Nix on, howev er, was elected 
in 19 6 8 with only 43 per cent of the 
popu lar v ote: the fact hau nted him, 
and in making su re of a landslide re- 
election in 19 72 he committed the er­ 
rors that hav e now brou ght abou t his 
enforced remov al before the middle 
of his second term. 
One thing those two landslide v ic­ 
tories, the Johnson one and the Nix ­ 
on one, hav e in common is that each 
was predominantly a v ote against 
the opponent of the moment, Senator 
Goldwater and Senator McGov ern, 
both of them politicians from ou tside 
the m ainstream who, rightly or 
wrongly , 
made 
the 
v oters 
feel 
frightened. 
First Mr. Johnson and then Mr. 
Nix on m isread this hu ge v ote 
against the alarm ing or the u nknown 
and took it as a license to do as they 
pleased. 
George Reedy , who worked many 
y ears for President Johnson and lat­ 
er retired into academic life to think 
abou t it all, ex plains in his book, 
“The Twilight of the Presidency ,” 
that the atmosphere and arrange­ 
ments of the White Hou se, “the life 
of a cou rt,” as he calls it, hav e tend­ 
ed to insu late any president from 
w hatev er might be going on in the 
cou ntry . 
Probably no president, ex cept 
Woodrow Wilson in his last long ill­ 
ness, has ev er managed to be so 
thorou ghly insu lated as Mr. Nix on 


was. Still, the change in President 
Johnson was v ery striking indeed: 
not long before he had been the Sen­ 
ate m ajority leader with a legendary 
sensitiv eness to the political pu ’se 
wherev er it beat, bu t he ended u p 
liv ing in a political world of his own. 
Obv iou sly Gerald Ford enters of­ 
fice consciou s that a danger not 
mu ch less malign than the threat of 
assassination lu rks in his path. He 
has special reasons to beware. Un­ 
like Mr. Johnson, an elected v ice 
president who cou ld claim to hav e 
m aterially helped the Kennedy tick­ 
et in 19 6 0, Mr. Ford has nev er been 
elected by any larger constitu ency 
than the fifth district of Michigan. 
Mr. Johnson’s party controlled 
Congress; Mr. Ford’s does not and 
its fortu nes are low. Does the fact 
that his chief has been forced ou t in 
disgrace, whereas the assassination 
of Mr. Johnson’s chief left President 
Kennedy an object of adu lation, be­ 
long in the list of Mr. Ford’s disad­ 
v antages, or on the opposite page in 
the ledger? 
The cou ntry rallied to Johnson 
for reassu rance; on the other hand, 
the strength of the Kennedy cu lt 
made him u ncertain of himself, and 
that u ncertainty led him into mis­ 
takes. Mr. Ford has had to take ov er 
a White Hou se that is in decidedly 
bad odor; on the other hand, once 
again the cou ntry seeks reassu rance 
and this time it welcomes ev ery 
m ark of difference, big or little, be­ 
tween him and his predecessor. 
That Ford, who kept scru pu lou sly 
clear of betray ing Nix on and is now 
scru pu lou s not to denigrate him in 
his misfortu ne, shou ld nev ertheless 
take pains to u nderline all those dif­ 
ferences is only politic, bu t there is 
also ample grou nd for say ing that 
they are au thentic hu man differenc­ 
es. 
A taste of the common tou ch from 
Mr. Nix on u sed to make the teeth 
grate. Mr. Ford’s common tou ch is 
genu ine. 
With a long record of u nbroken 
partisanship, Ford has managed to 
maintain warm th and mu tu al re­ 
spect with other partisans on the 
other side of the aisle. That helped to 


establish the mood of spontaneou s , 
affection in which he was receiv ed 
by Congress. To hav e kept that u p 
for two dozen y ears, if it is clev er, is 
dev ilish clev er. The chances are that -* 
all those words he has been u sing 
lately ex press how he is: squ are in 
both the old sense and the new one, 
„ 
candid when candor is practicable, 
easy in commu nication, open to 
compromise and accommodation, ! 
preferring tru th to its opposite as a 
m atter of habit. 
Ju st the same he will find himself 4 
a rather conserv ativ e Repu blican in £ 
a Democratic, relativ ely liberal po- ♦ 
litical env ironment, and ju st the • 
same he will be ex posed to the pam- • 
pering and cloistering effects of the 
habits and arrangem ents of the 
White Hou se cou rt. 
Ju st for a beginning, as the 
v ariou s ex periences of Kennedy , •* 
Johnson and Nix on indicate, a brisk 
demolition of the imperial seclu sion 
that has come step by step to su r­ 
rou nd the President since the day s ’• 
when Tru man u sed to take his morn- • 
ing walk arou nd the neighboring 
streets is not to be pu t off: it will be 
difficu lt, bu t there is nobody arou nd : 
better adapted than Ford to u nder- ; 
take it. The rather bigger problem, 
belonging to a sy stem of gov ernment : 
that places both the ceremonial and 
the ex ecu tiv e fu nctions of the state 
in one pair of hands for a fix ed term , 
is that power and the habits of power 
accu mu late in the cou rtiers of the 
White Hou se and the ex ecu tiv e 
branch, who hav e no natu ral interest 
in ex posing the President to the ou t­ 
side world—rather the contrary . 
Impeachment will 
not 
worry 
presidents for a long time to come. 
What the fall of Nix on shows is not 
how easy impeachment is, bu t how 
difficu lt. The effectiv e power of re­ 
cent presidents diminished as they 
sou ght to redu ce the other two 
branches, Congress and the ju di­ 
ciary , to su bordinate positions and 
so prompted them to defend them ­ 
selv es.

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Ov er­ 
night it seems the federal bu reau c­ 
racy forgot the lessons of the wheat 
deal with Ru ssia—an arrangem ent 
throu gh which we su bsidized ex ­ 
ports, created costly scarcities at 
home and cheated both farm er and 
consu mer. 
A m ajor part of the problem, it 
was later discov ered, was that one 
section of the gov ernment did not 
know what other sections were do­ 
ing. C ru cial inform ation nev er 
reached the people who needed it to 
make appropriate decisions. 
This reporter has now learned 
that at the height of the gas shortage 
when it was apparent that there 
wou ld hav e to be u nprecedented 
power conserv ation and dev elop­ 
ment efforts, when officials in con­ 
cerned agencies were fighting to get 
all av ailable m aterials to the energy 
indu stry , others, often within the 
sam e agencies, were approv ing m a­ 
jor ex ports of these same scarce 
m aterials with direct and indirect 
su bsidies to be paid by the American 
tax pay er. 


Item: Already -approv ed nu clear 
power plants were behind schedu le 
becau se of m aterials shortages— 
notably heav y reinforcing bars and 
specialized pu mps and v alv es. 
The domestic section 
of 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission, there­ 
fore, 
was working 
ov ertime 
to 
scrape u p that equ ipment and get it 
to the plant bu ilders. 
At the same point in time, the Ex - 
port-Import Bank and the foreign 
section of the AEC were approv ing 
su bsidies to speed the ex port of iden­ 
tical equ ipment, adding to the delay 
in plant bu ilding and slowing dev el­ 
opment of new electric power su p­ 
plies here. 
Item: While one gov ernment of­ 
fice charged with boosting U.S. oil 
produ ction was attempting to ferret 
ou t scarce oil-well casing, off-shore 
drilling rigs and other essential 
equ ipment at sky rocketing prices, 
the Ex port-Import Bank was pu sh­ 
ing for low-cost loans to su bsidize 
ex ports. And su cceeding all too fre­ 
qu ently , according to men responsi­ 
ble for handling the energy crisis 
equ ipment shortage 


Item : The same cross-pu rpose 
problems hav e arisen in the su bsi­ 
dize - ex port v s. sav e - for - domestic 
- u se fights ov er geothermal, coal 
mining and refinery 
equ ipment, 
large centrifu gal pu mps of all sizes 
and su pplies for bu ilding deep-water 
ports 
Ev en when there has been coor­ 
dination, the loopholes hav e at times 
been ridicu lou s past u nderstanding. 
For ex ample, if heav y tru cks were 
to be ex ported for some other pu r­ 
pose, say for u se in iron or mining, 
operations, no approv al was needed 
Bu t the ex port of these heav y tru cks, 
in short su pply , handicaps the do­ 
m estic energy -dev elopm ent pro­ 
gram to precisely the sam e degree 
in either case. 
The federal bu reau cracy has not 
been alone in these shenanigans. 
The domestic and foreign depart­ 
ments of sev eral of the dominant 
companies bu ilding equ ipment for 
the energy indu stry hav e been work­ 
ing against each other, neither 
knowing or seemingly caring what 
their company policy was or shou ld

Between 1837 and 1840 long 
earrings were worn with ev e­ 
ning dress.

The end resu lt of what Ford 
adm inistration officials were 
depicting as fairly g entle per­ 
su asion was ag reem ent by GM 
to trim its price hike plans by 
$5 4 
“ We did feel some response 
was desirable,” said GM C hair­ 
m an Richard C. G erstenberg . 
"We felt this strong sense of re ­ 
sponsibility and we acted.” 
GM had annou nced its orig i­ 
nal price plans on the day of 
President Richard M. Nix on’s 
resig nation and had later said 
it planned to stick by that an­ 
nou ncem ent. 
Its chang e of heart cam e 
shortly after Ford Motor Co. 
annou nced this past week it ex ­ 
pected prices on 1975 models to 
g o hig her than the av erag e of 
$418 it had annou nced earlier. 
Ford w asn't specific abou t 
ju st how mu ch its prices wou ld 
rise bu t it was ex pected the 
hikes wou ld be close to those 
ev entu ally settled u pon by GM 


Chry sler and American Mo­ 
tors hav en't annou nced their 
price plans, bu t they too are 
ex pected to g ear their mov es to 
those of GM.

(AP) — In a scenario rem inis­ 
cent of the American West, 
bands of prim itiv e Amazon In­ 
dians are fig hting to keep their 
ju ng les free of m odem ex ­ 
ploitation. 
The 
Brazilian 
g ov ernment 
has long been eag er to pu sh de­ 
v elopment of the Amazon Basin 
bu t has fou nd the g oing slow 
and trou blesom e, partially be­ 
cau se of nativ e resistance. 
President Ernesto Geisel is­ 
su ed an order on Friday re­ 
stricting access to an area oc­ 
cu pied by the Waimiri and At- 
roari tribes in northern Ama­ 
zonas state, where a road is 
being cu t throu g h the ju ng le be­ 
tween M anau s and C aracari. 
The g ov ernment in recent 
y ears has laced the Amazon 
Basin with a nu mber of road- 
bu ilding projects, which the 
g ov ernment hopes will encou r­ 
ag e bu siness, indu stry and ag ri­ 
cu ltu re to dev elop the reg ion. 
In recommending Geisel’s or­ 
der, Interior Minister Rang el 
Reis told the president the two 
tribes “offer seriou s resistance 
to pacification.” He w arned of 
an “ev er-present dang er of new 
clashes” between the Indians 
and road-bu ilding crews and 
trav elers. 
Despite the deaths of three 
Indian ag ents last Janu ary , 
Reis said ag ents will continu e 
to try to establish friendly rela­ 
tions with the Waimiri and At- 


roan. 
The W aimiri 
and 
A troan 
aren’t the only Indians g iv ing 
the g ov ernm ent’s m odern-day 
frontiersm en trou ble. 
An Indian ag ent was killed 
and another seriou sly wou nded 
a week ag o near the border 
with Peru in an attack by Ma- 
ru bo Indians as they tried to 
m ake friendly contact with the 
tribe. The attack was near the 
rou te of another road being 
bu ilt throu g h the ju ng le. 
In the state of Goias, the g ov ­ 
ernm ent is continu ing an effort 
toward friendly contacts with 
the Av a-Canoeira Indians, and 
after two y ears it issu ed an an­ 
nou ncement this week say ing : 
“Pacification of the Av a-Canoe- 
iros is near.” 
Gov ernment ag ents reported 
last month the first contacts 
with a sm all tribe of what they 
described 
as 
white-skinned, 
g reen-ey ed nativ es in 
Am a­ 
zonas. Athropolog ists say the 
Indians, called Nerey o, m ay 
hav e descended from white ex ­ 
plorers. Other Indians in the re ­ 
g ion say that Nerey o are can­ 
nibalistic. 
The National Indian Fou nda­ 
tion once had a policy of keep­ 
ing Indians isolated from en­ 
croaching dev elopment and of 
fostering their nativ e cu ltu re. It 
recently chang ed that policy in 
fav or of encou rag ing their in­ 
teg ration 
into 
the 
national 
society .

every putt. 
"It now takes a player longer 
to [Hitt out than it does to go 
from tee to green.” added the 
stocky Boston Irishman, long a 
leading force in the game as 
manager and official 
“ We have reached the era of 
five-hour golf. That’s how long 
it takes to play an 18-hole 
round. It used to take only two- 
and-a-half or three hours. We 
are in danger of losing specta­ 
tor appeal It is too draggy ” 
Corcoran’s comment 
were 
aimed at the relaxed regu­ 
lations, adopted officially in 
19 6 0, which permit players to 
mark, pick up, clean and re­ 
place the ball before every 
putt. 
“ If a man three-putts, he 
goes through this ceremony 
three times,” the former PGA 
tour manager and current di­ 
rector of the World Cup com­ 


petition, said. “ If he takes four 
putts, then it’s four times. 
‘We are playing winter rules 
on the putting greens the year 
around. We have abandoned 
one of the basic precepts of the 
game — that the ball should 
not be touched from the time it 
is driven off the tee until it is 
put into the cup.” 
Besides almost doubling the 
time of a round, the ball-mark­ 
ing practice has created other 
problems. It has posed charges 
of “ fudging” against certain 
players on the tour. 
“ Most players are very ethic­ 
al,” a prominent tournament 
pro, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said. “ But there 
are some who are known to 
abuse the privilege. They re­ 
place the ball in a more favor­ 
able position and even go so far 
as to tee it up. 
“ We all know who these guys 
are.” 
After marking the ball, a 
player usually throws it to his 
caddie for cleaning. The caddie 
can do a sleight-of-hand and 
throw in a new ball. This is 
done, although not flagrantly.

Agricultural 
Policy— 
CAP—is supposed to harmonize 
farm prices and conditions 
throughout the nine member 
nations. But it is largely ig 
nored by various governments 
that adopt policies to meet 
their own problems. 
West German Agricultural 
Minister Josef Ertl warned last 
week the CAP was in danger of 
disintegrating completely. 
Ertl blamed the crisis on ex­ 
change rate fluctuations which 
mean 
invoking 
complicated 
border taxes 
However, 
30,000 
Bavarian 
farmers thought their govern 
ment 
was 
to 
blame 
and 
•marched on Munich to protest 
'against a 10 per cent drop in 
.farm prices. 
They accused Bonn of doing 
nothing while other Common 
.Market countries 
subsidized 
their farmers and Italy raised 
•import barriers against Ger­ 


man produce. 
Italian farmers are not happy 
either. They have gathered in 
the thousands to close roads 
and rail lines from Switzerland 
and Austria in an effort to bar 
imports of milk, cheese and 
other produce from those na­ 
tions and Germany. 
They fought German truck 
drivers trying to break through 
the blockades, emptied milk 
from 
tankers 
and 
dumped 
cheeses on the roads. Trains 
bringing in sugar were another 
target. 
French farmers have alter­ 
nated violence with a “ smile 
campaign,” greeting tourists 
with free cuts of prime beef, 
trays of fruit and vegetables 
and bottles of wine, along with 
pamphlets 
explaining 
their 
problems. 
The Common Market ordered 


an 8.5 per cent increase in 
farm prices for 1974, but farm 
groups were pressing for 12.5 
per cent. 
The governments of France, 
Belgium and Italy defied Com­ 
mon Market rules to grant di­ 
rect aid, price support hikes 
and tax and credit relief. Farm 
leaders said these were in­ 
adequate. 
The Dutch parliament de­ 
bates the situation Tuesday. 
Dutch farm unions are demand­ 
ing that the prices paid them 
be raised to 4 per cent over the 
Common Market level. 
There is no sign of an easy 
solution. 
Higher prices for the farmers 
will fuel inflation still further. 
If governments clamp down on 
retail prices, they fuel protests 
from all those in the dis­ 
tribution chain.

Clock collectors 
find good times 


CHICAGO (A P) — This is a 
great time for clock collectors. 
They are ticking off the dollars. 
Bernard J. Edwards, presi­ 
dent of the Chicago chapter of 
the National Association of 
Watch and Clock Collectors, 
says clocks are a better in­ 
vestment nowadays than the 
hottest stocks. 
But you’ve got to find the 
right one. 
“Several years ago you could 
buy old alarm clocks for 50 
cents or $1 but now they are 
going for $15 to $20,“ says Ed­ 
wards whose travels in the out­ 
door advertising business gives 
him occasional time for clock 
hunting in antique shops. 
“ Alarm clocks made from 
1912 to the 1930s and early 1940s 
are coming up fast in the clock 
derby,” said Edwards, a collec­ 
tor for 15 years. “ Anyone who 
was in the service during World 
War II probably will remember 
the alarm clocks that had *war 
alarm’ printed on the face. 
There were millions of them 
but most were lost or thrown 
away. TYiey are worth $22 to 
$25 now . ” 
Double-dial calendar clocks 
and railroad clocks are in de­ 
mand now while a few years 
ago school clocks were a big 
thing, Edwards said. Before 
that, gingerbread mantel clocks 
were popular. 
“ Alarm clocks are the big 
comers,” he said. ‘There are 
fashions and fads in clocks just 
as there are in other kinds of 
collecting ” 
Edwards’ personal collection 
includes about 100 clocks and 50 
watches His prize is an early 
American 
mahogany 
clock 
three feet tall that he bought 
for $400 at an antique shop two 
years ago. 
“ It’s of museum quality—a 
genuine Aaron Willard with 
Paul Revere engraving," he 
said “ I value it at $3,500 to­ 
day.”

Army admits 46,000 mismatched in jobs 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Army acknowledges that about 
46,000 soldiers are serving in 
wrong assignments at a time 
when U.S. armed strength is 
restricted to its smallest total 
in 24 years. 
In effect, these men have 
been put into jobs for which 
they have not been specially 
trained and their own skills 
could go to waste. 
“ This situation may breed 
poor job satisfaction which re­ 
sults in poor performance from 
the soldier,” said an internal 
Army publication read largely 
by enlisted men. 


Soldiers caught in this bind 
could lose out in promotions, 
skill pay, selection for school­ 
ing and even qualification for 
re-enlistment, the publication 
said. 
Asked about the extent of 
such mismatched assignments, 
the Army said about 46,000 men 
are in this fix, roughly 9 per 
cent of all its enlisted men. 
The Army said it is working 
to correct the problem and that 
the “ mismatch trend is improv­ 
ing.” 
Two years ago, there were 
77,700 improperly assigned sol­ 
diers, or more than 15 per cent 


of enlisted strength, it said. 
Officials said mismatch often 
results from an oversupply or 
undersupply of specific skills 
and that much of the difficulty 
is centered at the unit level 
where commanders must fill 
slots with whatever men they 
have. 
The Army also acknowledged 
that “ poor utilization policy in 
units” has contributed to the 
problem. 
The Army now stands at 
about 783,000 men after five 
years of steady cutbacks from 
a Vietnam war peak of about 
twice that strength. 


In trying to stave off further 
cuts, Army leaders nave sought 
to convince Congress that the 
service is doing the utmost with 
its alloted manpower. 


“ When the Army is not ac­ 
tually fighting, the manage­ 
ment of human resources is our 
single most important func­ 
tion,” Secretary of the Army 
Howard H. Callaway told a 
Senate Armed Services sub­ 
committee last week. 
“ ... To get the most out of 
every dollar, it is essential that 
we get the most out of every 
person.”

Mrs. Tho mp so n , a memb er o f the b o ard fo r the p ast 
two y ears, is o n e o f o n ly two wo men o n the 28-memb er 
b o ard. She is o n e o f sev en p erso n s rep resen tin g District 3. 
which co v ers all o f Dix o n To wn ship so u th o f the Ro ck Riv ­ 
er ex cep t Precin ct 18. 


A memb er o f the legislativ e co mmittee, she help s to 
write the regu latio n s fo r the co n du ctin g o f the b o ard 
meetin gs an d is freq u en tly in co n tact with legislato rs 
esp ecially when they are dealin g with issu es which may 
affect co u n ty go v ern men t. 
Mrs. Tho mp so n say s she is n o t su re if it’s b ecau se she 
is a wo man o r b ecau se she is a n ew b o ard memb er, that 
she has n o t b een delegated an y mo re du ties. “I wo u ld like 
to hav e mo re resp o n sib ility ,” she said 
Mrs Tho mp so n , who wo rked as assistan t o ffice man ­ 
ager fo r Walder an d Rho des fo r fiv e y ears, is p resen tly 
emp lo y ed as a real-estate agen t fo r Jim Bu rke Realty . 
Her hu sb an d, James, is assistan t man ager o f Sieg-Illin o is 
Co mp an y . 


Asked why she b ecame in terested in co u n ty go v ern ­ 
men t, Mrs. Tho mp so n cited her family b ackgro u n d an d 
her p rev io u s jo b . “My father was v ery in v o lv ed in p o li­ 
tics,” she said, “an d my hu sb an d is a go o d frien d o f Jim 
Bu rke, who really en co u raged me. Also , wo rkin g at Wal- 
der an d Rho des, the o ffice to p ics o f co n v ersatio n were 
q u ite o ften ab o u t lo cal go v ern men t.”

“It lasted fo r h o u rs. All th e p h o n e lin es were 
fu ll an d th e switch bo ard was lit u p all th e 
time.

What is u n u su al abo u t these green ho u ses 
is that they are hy dro p o n ic green ho u ses. 
What is a hy dro p o n ic green ho u se? It is a 
green ho u se in which p lan ts are gro wn in 
grav el beds, ex clu siv ely n o u rished by liq u id 
n u trien ts sto red in a tan k an d co n tro lled by a 
co mp u ter. The grav el, acco rdin g to Mrs. Et­ 
n y re, is n o t fo r n u trien t p u rp o ses, bu t serv es 
o n ly to su p p o rt the ro o ts o f the p lan ts. 
The bign ess o f so me o f the to mato es is 
really an u n desirable trait, acco rdin g to Mrs. 
Etn y re. 
“We really do n ’t lik e to hav e them get that 
big,’’ she ex p lain ed. “The bign ess is p ecu liar 
to the in div idu al p lan t.” 
The green ho u ses p ro du ce three main 
cro p s: to mato es, cu cu mbers, an d bibb let­ 
tu ce. The lettu ce, ho wev er, is o n ly a win ter 
cro p , acco rdin g to Mrs. Etn y re. 
Green Thu mb, Ltd. is a rather u n iq u e o p ­ 
eratio n . The o n ly o ther setu p lik e it in the 
Midwest is in Min n eap o lis, where there are 20 
su ch green ho u ses. The o n ly o thers are lo cated 
at p laces lik e the Un iv ersity o f Illin o is, Urba- 
n a, where research is bein g co n du cted o n the 
feasibility o f the p ro cess. 
Green Thu mb Ltd. sells its p ro du ce to lo cal 
gro cery sto res, su ch as the Red Carp et Mar­ 
k et in Dix o n , as well as to restau ran ts. “Sec­ 
o n ds,” o r v egetables which are slightly in fe­ 
rio r in shap e o r co lo r, are so ld at the green ­ 
ho u se to in div idu als. 
Mrs. Etn y re, alo n g with her family , do es 
all the wo rk in the green ho u ses, in clu din g 
daily p o llin atio n , p ick in g, p ru n n in g, ty in g u p 
the p lan ts, sterilizin g to p rev en t fu n gu s an d 
redu ce in sect damage, an d gen eral clean in g 
o p eratio n s. 
An o ther big jo b co mes o n ce a y ear, du rin g 
Au gu st an d Sep tember, when the field-gro wn 
to mato es are o n the mark et. The Etn y res re­ 
mo v e all their to mato p lan ts ev ery 10 mo n ths 
an d start afresh. 
“It’s p o ssible to gro w to mato es fo r 32 
mo n ths, 
ex p lain ed Mrs. Etn y re, “bu t we 
do n ’t lik e to do that. This way the size stay s 
mo re u n ifo rm.” 
The green ho u ses started o u t as a ho bby , 
acco rdin g to Mrs. Etn y re, bu t the en terp rise 
has gro wn far bigger than an y o n e o rigin ally 


ex p ected. “It’s go tten bigger than all o f u s,” 
say s Mrs. Etn y re lau ghin gly . 
Each green ho u se co n tain s 12 -13,000 p lan ts, 
with two staggered ro ws in each strip o f grav ­ 
el. The 2 ,000-gallo n n u trien t tan k is chan ged 
week ly , as its su p p ly o f n u trien t water is de­ 
p leted. 
As fo r the v egetables themselv es, Mrs. Et­ 
n y re say s the big p lu s which co mes o u t o f u s­ 
in g this metho d is u n ifo rmity o f q u ality . The 
v egetables gro wn hy dro p o n ically are less 
acidic, an d mo re n u tritio u s than field-gro wn 
v egetables, du e to the mix tu re o f n u trien ts 
they are fed. 


The q u ality o f the v egetables is what 
mak es the Etn y res’ p ro du ce “go u rmet v ege­ 
tables.” The to mato es, fo r ex amp le, are mo re 
meaty an d hav e fewer seed p o ck ets, acco rd­ 
in g to Mrs. Etn y re. 
The cu cu mbers gro wn at the green ho u ses 
are o f a sp ecial Eu ro p ean v ariety , n o t o ften 
seen in the Un ited States. They are mu ch 
lo n ger an d are seedless an d bu rp less, acco rd­ 
in g to Mrs. Etn y re. Bo th these an d the to ma­ 
to es are mo re digestible than to mato es an d 
cu cu mbers n o rmally are. “Peo p le who u su al­ 
ly can ’t eat to mato es o r cu cu mbers becau se

n y re. 


The y early y ield o f each green ho u se is 30- 
32 ,000 p o u n ds o f v egetables. The to mato 
p lan ts, fo r ex amp le, can p ro du ce clu sters o f 
u p to 14 to mato es, as co mp ared to clu sters o f 
fo u r o n field-gro wn p lan ts. 
“They say that o n e o f these green ho u ses is 
eq u al to an acre o f field-gro wn ,” Mrs. Etn y re 
ex p lain ed. “Yo u can get eight o f these green ­ 
ho u ses o n o n e acre o f lan d, so that’s q u ite a 
big differen ce.” 
In her o p in io n , the hy dro p o n ic metho d 
may be an an swer to the cu rren t fo o d crises in 
the wo rld’s u n derdev elo p ed co u n tries. 
“Peo p le sho u ldn ’t hav e to starv e to death 
with this metho d av ailable,” she said. “This 
is en v iro n men tally co n tro lled, so the o u tside 
wo u ldn ’t mak e an y differen ce. Yo u co u ld 
gro w fo o d in the desert u sin g this metho d.” 
She ex p lain ed that an y k in d o f p lan t can be 
gro wn u sin g this metho d, altho u gh fo r grain , 
san d, rather than grav el, wo u ld hav e to be 
u sed. 
“Fo o d is a critical p ro blem to day ,” she 
co n tin u ed. I thin k these green ho u ses are go ­ 
in g to be p u t u p aro u n d large p o p u latio n 
areas. TTiis is the way p eo p le are go in g to be 
gettin g mo st o f their p ro du ce befo re lo n g.” 
Besides giv in g her a feelin g that she is 
p articiap tin g in a wo rthwhile ex p erimen t, 
Mrs. Etn y re say s the green ho u ses are "fu n 
wo rk .”

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Miss Valerie Phillips likes 
her job as juvenile probation 
officer for Lee County because 
it doesn’t keep her Tied down 
to a desk.” 
“ Often we have to go outside 
the office to see people and over 
to the jail to talk to kids there,”

worked for the county for a 
year, is a graduate of the

Dubuque, Iowa, with a bachelor 
of science degree in sociology 
There is not much noticeable 
difference in the way the young

Occasionally, however, she has 
referred certain cases to a man 
because of certain emotional 
problems the child may have. 
“Girls with sexual problems, 
and many of them have them. 


are definitely more willing to 
talk to me about their problems 
than they would be with a 
man,” Miss Phillips says. She 
feels that this is an area in 
which the fact that she is a 
Woman has been some help in 
aiding the kids with their 
troubles. 
Talking about the work done 
by her office. Miss Phillops 
says they deal primarily with 
children who come to the atten­ 
tion of the court, due either to a 
criminal act, or by parental 
concern 
“Sometimes the parents ask 
us to supervise children they 
have trouble handling We work 
with them or turn them over to 
the Sinnissippi Mental Health 
Center or the Youth Services 
Bureau. 
Miss Phillips also works with 
the county’s volunteer 
pro­ 
gram, under which problem 


children on probation are as­ 
signed to a set of parents who 
are specially trained to handle 
them. These parents meet once 
a week for five weeks with 
Judge Thomas Hornsby and 
Phillip Jorgenson of the Sinnis­ 
sippi Mental Health Center. She 
assigns children on the basis of 
whether the child likes a couple 
or not, according to Miss 
Phillips. 
Her job with Lee County is 
not a permanent one, says Miss 
Phillips, who is originally from 
Rochelle. She has no definite 
plans about quitting or taking 
other employment, at the 
moment, however

Mrs. Ostergran t, wife o f Dix o n Po lice 
Sgt. William Ostergran t, is the mo ther o f 
fo u r, bu t in sp ite o f that, she wo rks at least 40 
ho u rs p er week—at ho me. 
She began her career 10 y ears ago after 
the birth o f her third child Mrs. Ostergran t 
had been a dressmaker fo r three y ears, bu t 
had to giv e it u p to be ho me an d to hav e 
en o u gh time with her children . 
“1 had these sewin g skills an d didn ’t wan t 
to waste them . so I decided to p u t my skills an d 
my lo v e o f do lls to gether,” she say s. 
Mrs. Ostergran t then wro te to sev eral 
sto res, an d receiv ed an in v itatio n fro m Mar­ 
shall Fields to co me in to their sto re fo r a day . 
“I came ho me with two do lls an d an o rder fo r 
six do zen o u tfits,” she recalls. 
No w, 10 y ears later, she has receiv ed a 
tin y tro p hy fro m her bu y er co mmemo ratin g 
her 10,000th do ll o u tfit sewn fo r Fields. All the 
o u tfits o n do lls so ld by the sto re, in clu din g 
tho se in the an n u al Christmas catalo g, are 
han dmade by in div idu als, acco rdin g to Mrs. 
Ostergran t. 
Twice a y ear, in Jan u ary an d Au gu st, Mrs. 
Ostergran t p rep ares a set o f samp les o f co m­ 
p lete o u tfits, design ed by her acco rdin g to the 
seaso n . Then she takes them in an d receiv es 
her o rders. 
This su mmer she sp en t mo st o f her time 
sewin g 2 8 8 co p ies o f a blu e an d white dress 
with a matchin g co at an d hat set fo r the 
Christmas catalo g. “It do es get a little mo n o t­ 
o n o u s,” she admitted. 
The label she u ses o n her do ll clo thes, 
“Jan a-Lee” is n amed after two o f her chil- 


c lothe s s old by Ma rs ha ll 


dren , acco rdin g to Mrs. Ostergran t. “The 
bo y s keep askin g when they can hav e a label 
n amed after them. If I ev er n eed a bo y ’s label 
I thin k It’ll be ‘Man dy ,’ fro m Matt an d An dy .” 
Mrs. Ostergran t do es all her wo rk o n a 
regu lar sewin g machin e, altho u gh the small 
size o f her p ro du cts n ecessarily req u ires dif­ 
feren t techn iq u es. “A man o n ce asked me if I 
had a tin y sewin g machin e, becau se I did su ch 
fin e wo rk,” she recalls lau ghin gly . 
To day , Mrs. Ostergran t can tu rn o u t fo u r 
to fiv e do zen o u tfits in a week. “It u sed to take 
mu ch lo n ger, an d also I didn ’t hav e as mu ch 
time when the children were y o u n ger,” she 
say s.

Mrs. Ostergran t say s she has 
begu n wo rkin g with a co u p le o f lo cal do ll co l­ 
lecto rs an d made o u tfits fo r so me o f these u n ­ 
u su al do lls. “I hav e do n e so me p erio d co s­ 
tu min g,” she say s, “an d I really en jo y it. It 
did req u ire so me research, ho wev er.” 
Wo rkin g at ho me has the adv an tages o f n o t 
n eedin g a baby -sitter, tran sp o rtatio n , o r a 
wo rkin g wo man ’s wardro be, bu t there are 
disadv an tages, to o , acco rdin g to Mrs. Oster­ 
gran t. 
On e o f the biggest o f these p ro blems is get­ 
tin g p eo p le to take her wo rk serio u sly . “When 
p eo p le hear that I wo rk at ho me, they thin k 
that I’m p lay in g with my jo b. They ju st do n ’t 
thin k makin g do ll clo thes is a serio u s jo b. 
“I take it v ery serio u sly . I do n ’t thin k I’d 
be do in g it, o therwise.” 
Mrs. Ostergran t say s she fin ds she is mo re 
p ro du ctiv e if she keep s regu lar ho u rs, bu t 
that hasn ’t alway s been easy . With her family 
she has had to main tain a certain degree o f 
resp ect fo r the jo b.

o n e by o n e, u n til the su rface o f the cake is 
co v ered with fro stin g, fo llo win g the co lo rs 
an d p attern s o f her character. 
The len gth o f time req u ired to do su ch a 
cake, she say s, v aries, mo st o f the children ’s 
characters take abo u t an ho u r to deco rate. 
Others, su ch as the bride do ll cake, take lo n g­ 
er, du e to the fin er detailin g. Mo st o f the 
cakes are en tirely deco rated with fro stin g, 
witho u t ex tra p lastic n o v elties. The ex cep tio n 
is the bride-do ll cake. 
On ce, acco rdin g to Mrs. Patzer, she had a 
req u est fo r a teddy -bear in a wago n . She 
made a flat cake an d deco rated it to lo o k like 
a child’s wago n , with co o kies fo r wheels. The 
en tire wago n was o f cake an d fro stin g, an d a 
teddy bear cake fin ished o ff the p ro ject. 
“What is really su rp risin g,” she n o tes, “is 
ho w' man y o f the p aren ts brin g the children 
right in with them to p ick o u t the cake. It’s 
really great to see their faces light u p when 
they see what they wan t in the bo o ks.” 
Mrs. Patzer say s she likes all the charac­ 
ters she makes. “They n ev er tu rn o u t ju st the 
same each time. No two are ex actly alike, an d 
1 lo v e them all.” 
Mrs. Patzer say s she do es n o t alway s co p y 
directly fro m p attern s in bo o ks an d catalo gs, 
bu t adds man y in n o v atio n s o f her o wn .

She has also made cakes 
shap ed like witches, tu rkey s, San ta Clau ses, 
n u rses, sp ace ship s, high scho o l gradu ates, 
lambs, rabbits an d wo men with bro ken legs. 
She was bro u ght u p in Dix o n an d she an d 
her hu sban d, Timo thy , hav e been back here 
fo r a y ear after hav in g liv ed in Salin a, Kan 
It was in Kan sas that Mrs. Patzer first 
started deco ratin g cakes In 1972 , she began , 
hav in g been in sp ired by a sho p there which 
did sp ecialty cakes, “I hav e alway s been 
mo re o r less in terested in this,” she said. 
Makin g the cakes at first was rather diffi­ 
cu lt, sin ce she had n o sp ecial mo lds, an d had 
to cu t o u t all o f her shap es.

Why does a high school girl take a Wood Shop course? 
A visit to two such classes at Dixon High School during the 
spring semester found five girls in the usually all-male 
course and each of the five had a different reason for be­ 
ing there. The reasons were as diverse as the personalities 
and interests of the five girls, and provide some insight 
into the growing phenomena of girls in traditionally all­ 
boy classes. 
Linda Shiaras, a senior this year, said she took the 
course because she thought “it would be different.” She 
said she was “just experimenting” to see if she liked to 
work with woods, but was not planning to use the skills she 
developed in the course for anything outside of it. 
Somebody talked Donna Muntean into taking the 
course, she said. Donna, a junior this year, also said she 
needed another half credit, and the Woods course sounded 
interesting. She is not, however, planning to do any wood­ 
working in the future, even though she enjoyed it in the 
class. 
Linda Stouffer, who was graduated in June, had a dif­ 
ferent reason for being in the course. “I wanted to learn to 
use the tools and to make something I could use.” Linda, 
who plans on attending college this year, said she took the 
course for the experience. She had taken drafting first se­ 
mester last year and said she found it helpful in designing 
her table, which was her big project for the semester in 
the Woods class. 
Teresa Madison said woodworking is a part of art and 
that was why she took the course. Teresa, who will gradu­ 
ate next June at the end of three years, is basically inter­ 
ested in art, she said, and woodworking as an extension of 
creativity. 
Harriet Talbott, a junior this year, likes to make 
things. She expressed some interest in carpentry, but 
wasn’t sure she planned to go on with it. Harriet, who said 
she enjoyed the class very much, said she has no definite 
plans at the moment about a career.

Ope ra ting qua rry is fa mily tra dition 


As owner and operator of the Renner Quarry, Mrs. 
LaFerne Egert is unusual in several ways. 
First of all, women don’t usually operate quarries, 
and second of all, this particular quarry has been in her 
family for three generations now. 
Maybe that’s why she’s being written up in the next 
edition of “Who’s Who in Illinois.” 
“I don’t think I’m the only lady operator in the state,” 
she admits, “I think there may be another in Southern Illi­ 
nois. I am the only woman member of the Illinois Associa­ 
tion of Aggregate Producers, though.” 
Mrs. Egert, who lives in Sterling, has been in the 
quarry business since 1940, helping her father to operate 
the firm. 


“I did bookkeeping and management back then,” she 
recalls. “He left a lot up to me for years.” 
Five years ago, when her father became seriously ill, 
Mrs. Egert began operating the quarry on her own. She 
now has four male employes, including her two sons, 
Gary, of Dixon, and Robert, of Sterling. She also is aided 
by a woman who works part-time as a bookkeeper. 
Renner’s Quarry itself was started by Mrs. Egert’s 
father 34 years ago at the Atkinson Pit, southwest of Dixon 
on the Rock Island Blacktop. The firm moved to its pres­ 
ent site on Renner Road, just off of 111. 26 about five miles 
south of Dixon, 15 years ago. 


Today the business has expanded so much that Mrs. 
Egert has just leased an additional quarry southeast of 
Polo, and plans to begin working it too in the near future. 
The quarry itself is 75 feet deep and occupies about 10 
acres now. It produces crushed limestone for road mate­ 
rials and agricultural use, and Mrs. Egert sells direct to 
truckers and contractors. Farmers, too, purchase the 
crushed rock, in a very fine grade which they use as ferti­ 
lizer on their fields. 
Mrs. Egert described the operation of the quarry. 
“First of all there is just a slab of rock,” she ex­ 
plained. “We do drilling and blasting to loosen it, and use 
end-loaders to feed it into the primary crusher. 
“From there it goes on to the secondary crusher. The 
material is then screened and sized into various prod­ 
ucts,” she detailed. 


All the electrical power for the quarry operations is 
generated right at the quarry, according to Mrs. Egert. 
“Commonwealth Edison just has never gotten out here,” 
she explained. 
Mrs. Egert herself does not actually operate any of 
the machines, although she says she knows how all of 
them work. She has, on occasion worked down in the pit, 
supervising and assisting. 
Managing a quarry does have its own work, though. 
Mrs. Egert weighs all the trucks as they come through 
loaded with the crushed stone, and makes out bills to the 
truckers or owners. She also is in charge of purchasing 
equipment. 


“ 1 just bought a brand new end-loader,” she said, 
"and I think I might like to try driving it. It might be kind 
of fun,” she laughed. 
She also is responsible for attending the county and 
state letting, at which she presents the quarry’s bids for 
various jobs. 
In addition, she attends meetings of the Illinois Asso­ 
ciation of Aggregate Producers, in Springfield. She is also 
a member of the National Limestone Institute of the Na­ 
tional Crushed Stone Institute. 
Besides her work, Mrs. Egert has several other inter­ 
ests. She enjoys traveling and does some photography, 
both at the quarry and abroad. In addition, she collects 
lithographs.

Ev er heard of a fu r machine? 
It’s not a fu rry mechanical de­ 
v ice—it’s a strange-looking hy ­ 
brid sewing machine and it’s 
one of the most imp o rtant tools 
in Mrs. Areta Gracey ’s trade. 
Mrs. Gracey , who ru ns a fu r 
shop , not only ru ns the entire 
bu siness, bu t also does rep air 
and remo deling work on fu rs, a 
job u su ally reserv ed for men. 
In her shop on North Henne­ 
p in Av e., Mrs. Gracey is assist­ 
ed by one woman emp loy e, bu t 
she herself does all the cu tting 
and rep air work. She designs 
her own p atterns, too, to “fit the 
difficu lt figu res,’’ as she p u ts it. 
All her remo dels are worked u p 
to be like new co ats, acco rding 
to Mrs. Gracey , bu t the shop 
doesn’t make any actu al new 
coats, since that takes too long. 
Mrs. Gracey ’s career as a 
fu rrier has been going on since 
she was in high school in Iowa. 
“I got interested in the fu r 
bu siness when I was in high 
school. I had some co ntact with 
a man who bou ght fu rs,’’ she 
recalls, “and he wou ld often get 
asked to make them u p as neck 
p ieces 
“He cou ld do the fu r work, 
bu t not the finishing, so he 
asked me if I wou ld sew for 
Mrs. Areta Gra cey , who o pera tes Gra cey ’s Furs, wo rks o n a fur co lla r using the “ fur 
ma chine,” a specia lly desig ned hea v y -duty sewing ma chine. (Teleg ra ph Pho to ) 


him. I took it on becau se I want­ 
ed a little ex tra money ,” she 
said. 
The “ex tra money ” wasn’t 
mu ch by to day ’s standards, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Gracey . She 
made 10 cents an hou r then. 
She went away to college then 
in Berea, Ky ., bu t she came 
back to Ft. Dodge, Iowa, where 
she became an ap p rentice in a 
fu r shop . 
“One thing abou t this bu si­ 
ness,” she said, “y ou don’t 
learn it throu gh school. You 
hav e to go in and work.” 
Mrs. Gracey started ou t as a 
fu r machine o p erato r, which 
she u sed to sew the fu rs to geth­ 
er. After she had been doing 
that for a while, she was tau ght 
the fine p oints of finishing, in­ 
clu ding linings. 
Gradu ally , Mrs. Gracey re­ 
calls, she mov ed into doing re­ 
p airs and remodelling. “Those 
are the kind of things they don’t 
u su ally let women mess arou nd 
with,” she admits. 
Du ring World War II Mrs. 
Gracey came to Dix on. She at 
first went into bu siness in the 
same bu ilding as the old Singer 
sto re, fo rm erly lo cated on 
Sou th Hennep in Av enu e, bu t 
when her bu siness continu ed to 
Mrs. McNabb - everything but a salesman 


When y ou walk into the 
Family Tailored Homes office 
at 76 S. Galena Av e., the first 
p erson y ou meet may well be

McNabb, office 
m anager, secretary , bo o k­ 
keep er — in sho rt, ev ery thing 
bu t salesman. 
Mrs. McNabb handles the of­ 
fice work not only for Family 
Tailored Homes, bu t for the 
Beeler and Beeler Co., too.

She came to her present po­ 
sition when the previous clerk, Mrs. Marian L. Deets, be­ 
came ill. 
Mrs. Cook, who is now widowed, is the mother of two 
grown sons, Dan, who is currently finishing his doctoral 
dissertation at the University of Missouri, Columbia, Mo., 
in psychology ; and Jim , of Dixon, who is employed by 
Raynor Manufacturing Co. 
What she most enjoys about her job, according to Mrs. 
Cook, is working with people as a public servant. “I enjoy 
trying to help people,” she said. 
The working conditions in City Hall also were praised 
by Mrs. Cook. “The people we work with here,” she said 
with a big smile .. . “It’s real great!”

A few months later she was 
acting on Broadway in a reviv­ 
al of “ The Front Page.” w rit­ 
ten

husband. 
Charles MacArthur, and Ben 
Hecht. 
Still possessed with limitless 
energy, the 73-year-old actress 
was here overnight from Hono­ 
lulu, where she had helped son 
Jam es MacArthur with a bene­ 
fit. In the morning she would 
be leaving for London to ap­ 
pear with Peter Ustinov in 
“One of Our Dinosaurs is Miss­ 
ing ” It would mark her second 
Disney production and — she 
thinks — her last film. 
“ I really must stop all this,” 
she remarked “ It’s such an in­ 
terruption of my life ...

to sit on the sidelines and say,

Helen Hayes' career has been 
laden with honors, including 
two Academy awards (“ 'Hie 
Sin of Madelon Claudet,” 1931;

She’s a member of the Nelson 
Village Board, manager of the 
town’s only grocery store and 
gas station, and the village 
postmaster all rolled into one. 
You might say Mrs. Dorothy 
Sendra is the female version of 
the proverbial “ jack of all 
trades.” 
A lifelong resident of Nelson, 
Mrs. Sendra is the first woman 
ever to serve on the Nelson 
Village Board. She was elected 
to the post six months ago, re­ 
ceiving the second highest 
number of votes in the election. 
Asked why she decided to 
run, she replied “ I just take an 
interest in the town. I’m the 
fourth generation here and I 
thought it was high time a 
woman was on the board.” 
“ The men on the board (there 
are five of them) don’t seem to 
resent me,” she continued. 
“ I’ve known them all my life. 
They’re all decent fellows.’’ 
Besides her historic position 
as first woman on the board, 
Mrs. Sendra has been the vil­ 
lage postmaster since 
196 3, 
when 
she 
took 
over 
the 
management of her father’s 
store, Stitzel’s Grocery. 
Although she had helped her 
father, who managed the store, 
since 1940, now she is full 
manager, and he helps her. 
“ You might call this a ‘Mom 
and a Poppa’ store,” she quip­ 
ped. The store itself was started 
about 80 years ago by Mrs. 
Sendra’s 
great-grandfather, 
John Stitzel. It was originally in 
his home, but moved to the 
building where it is now 
The post office is right inside 
the store itself, which is 
basically an old general store, 
and it is somewhat of a meeting 
place for Nelson residents. 


The gas pumps are right in 
front of the building. 
Mrs. Sendra says her great­ 
grandfather used to handle 
Standard gasoline back when it 
still came in barrels. 
The 
Standard dealership has been 
in her family for about 75 -80 
years. 
She herself works a full 12 
hours per day in the store. 
“ It’s a long day sometimes,” 
she admits, “ But I have to keep 
it open so the kids can come 
after school for pop and candy. 
It gives them someplace to go.” 
Mrs. Sendra, who at one time 
took flying lessons, says she 
keeps busy and active. She likes 
to be in things, she says, but she 
is not a Women’s Libber. 
Although the family store has 
belonged to the Stitzels for four 
generations, 
Mrs. 
Sendra 
thinks she may be the last one 
to run it. 
My daughter doesn’t 
like 
small towns,” she comments, 
“ I don’t think she’ll ever come 
into the store.”

Man y city -dwellers seem to hav e the mistak en idea 
that all farmers are men an d that farm wo men are merely 
farmers’ wiv es. No t so . Area wo men lik e Mrs. Glady s 
Bo llman . Rt. 1, hav e been ru n n in g their o wn farm fo r 
y ears. 
Mrs. Bo llman , mo ther o f fiv e an d gran dmo ther o f 12, 
ran her 2 40 -acre grain farm all by herself fo r 10 y ears, fo l­ 
lo win g the death o f her hu sban d, Ro bert, in 1959. Sin ce 
then , ho wev er, she has jo in ed fo rces with her o ldest so n , 
Allen , an d between them they wo rk abo u t 600 acres o f 
farm lan d. 
“He an d I wo rk to gether,” Mrs. Bo llman ex p lain ed. 
“I do n H wan t it said that I’m his hired man o r an y thin g. 
“A^len p lo ws in the sp rin g, I disc an d wo rk it u p ahead 
o f the p lan ter,” she said. “In the fall, he do es all the p ick ­ 
in g, an d I do all the hau lin g.” 
The 240 acres belo n gin g o rigin ally to Mrs. Bo llman , 
lo cated o n Harmo n Ro ad, are p resen tly all in co rn an d 
bean s. ‘‘We u sed to hav e hay an d o ats, bu t that’s rare an y 
mo re. In fact, it’s rare all o v er,” say s Mrs. Bo llman . 


When she first began ru n n in g the farm by herself, 
Mrs. Bo llman had liv esto ck , to o , mo stly cattle an d ho gs. 
To day the farm has strictly cats, do gs an d ho rses. She ex ­ 
p lain ed that after the first two y ears she go t rid o f the liv e­ 
sto ck becau se it was ju st to o mu ch wo rk . 
Mrs. Bo llman , who grew u p o n her father’s farm, has 
at o n e time o r an o ther do n e almo st all ty p es o f farm wo rk . 
“I hav e do n e ev ery thin g o n a farm that n eeds to be 
do n e, fro m p lo win g, to p lan tin g, to p ick in g,” she ex ­ 
p lain ed. 
Befo re she was married, she u sed to hau l the grain to 
the elev ato rs fo r her father, so she is a familiar sight to 
the o p erato rs o f the elev ato rs. 
“They ’v e seen me all my life, so it’s n o thin g n ew when 
I co me in with a lo ad,” she said. 
Her n eighbo rs are q u ite u sed to the idea o f a lady 
farmer, to o , acco rdin g to Mrs. Bo llman , an d she is q u ick 
to men tio n that there are sev eral o thers in her area who are 


do in g similar wo rk . The n eighbo rs are q u ite help fu l, to o , 
say s Mrs. Bo llman . 
“When I was wo rk in g here alo n e ev ery o n e was so rt o f 
lo o k in g o u t fo r me, may be su bco n scio u sly ,” she recalls. 
“So metimes when thin gs wen t wro n g so meo n e wo u ld ju st 
driv e u p an d o ffer to help , lik e they k n ew what was go in g 
f» 
o n . 
Besides her ro le as farmer, this bu sy wo man has been 
a 4-H leader fo r the p ast 25 y ears. She heads the “Nelso n 
Merry mak ers,” n o w co mbin ed with the “Nelso n Kn o ck ­ 
o u ts.” She is help ed with this by two o ther wo men , Mrs. 
Geo rgian a Bo llman an d Mrs. Elwin Swin so n . 
The clu b, she ex p lain ed, n o w has 32 bo y s an d girls. 
In additio n to her wo rk as a 
4-H leader, Mrs. Bo llman 
sp en t 10 y ears o n the v ario u s co mmittees at the Lee Co u n ­ 
ty 4-H Cen ter. She began o n the way s an d mean s co mmit­ 
tee, an d ju st stay ed o n . This y ear, ho wev er, Mrs. Bo llman 
is n o t so in v o lv ed. Two o ther wo men are go in g to help at 
the cen ter so she wo n ’t hav e to be q u ite so bu sy . 
This ex tra time may free her to wo rk o n o n e o f her 
man y ho bbies an d crafts. Amo n g o ther thin gs, Mrs. Bo ll­ 
man an d o n e o f her sisters mak e can dlestick s o u t o f 
“fo u n d articles” su ch as o ld chair legs, jars an d machin e 
p arts. She also mak es can dles an d her n ewest p ro ject has 
been terrariu ms o u t o f gallo n p ick le jars. 
Life o n a farm is n o t easy , acco rdin g to Mrs. Bo llman . 
So metimes, ev en sin ce she has had the help o f her so n , she 
has wo rk ed all n ight o u t o f fear that it wo u ld ran . “Then 
so metimes it wo u ldn ’t rain , an d we’d en d u p wo rk in g all 
day to o . It gets to y o u so metimes,” she admits. 
The flo o ds an d win dsto rms that hit earlier this y ear in 
the Dix o n area to o k their to ll o n Mrs. Bo llman ’s farm, bu t 
she said she co n siders herself lu ck y .

As the only woman in The Telegraph composing 
room, Mrs. Angela Rester is a little bit unusual. 
Mrs. Rester, or Angie as we call her here, has been 
employed in the composing room, where the newspaper is 
actually put together, for six years now. She operates 
what is called a teletypesetter, a machine with a keyboard 
similar to that on a typewriter, which punches a tape read 
by a computer. 
When the computer reads the tape produced by An­ 
gie’s machine, it produces a strip of printed paper with the 
story on it. This strip is pasted up on a full-size page which 
later goes downstairs to the camera room, where it is 
photographed and preparations are made for a plate for 
the press. 
Angie is not the only one who runs one of these vital 
machines, however. She is one of three teletype operators 
who produce the tapes from typed stones which come to 
them from the newsroom. The other two are men. 
Angie sets mostly regular news stories on her ma­ 
chine, along with some ads. “All you have to do is punch 
the right code and the machine knows how to set the type, 
what size and all that,” she said. 
/ 
Before The Telegraph went to the offset process, 
which involves the photographing of the page, Angie had 
to “justify” each line, that is, indicate the end of each line 
herself. Now, however, the computer does all this for her. 
“It goes about twice as fast as it used to,” she says. 
Angie, the mother of three, is a native of Panama and 
came to the United States for the first time when she was 
thirteen, when she began attending high school at Clinton, 
Iowa. At that time she spoke no English. Today she works 
with the words of the English language all day long, with­ 
out the slightest hesitation. 
She began her career as a teletypesetter at the Ster­ 
ling Daily Gazette, where her husband, Gunther, is em­ 
ployed. 
“I started at the Gazette because they needed some­ 
one. My husband came home one day and said they ex­ 
pected me at work at such a time and on such a day Tnat’s 
how Ig o t started.” 
“When I first started, you had to be able to set 375 
lines per hour to make the union. I made it in three 
months, but that was because I liked typing.” 
Operating the teletype is much like using a typewrit­ 
er, according to Angie, but the shifting is different and the 
spacing a little more complicated. 
When she began at the Gazette, there were two other 
women teletypesetters. As the only woman in The Tele­ 
graph doing the task, she says she has had no real prob­ 
lems in getting along with the men. 
“I think the only difference it may have made is that 
the guys watch their language a little more,” she laughed.

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Dorothy Butler— busy woman, unusual job

and Loan, Miss Dorothy Butler 
is a busy woman with a rather 
unusual job.

Not many people are familiar with the 
Dixon State School, even though a large num­ 
ber of local people are employed there. Did 
you know, for instance, that DSS boasts one oi 
two women in the state who are employed as 
registered pharmacists in mental institu­ 
tions? Or that the school has a female stores 
clerk?— Or a woman microbiologist? These 
are just a few of the many positions held by 
women at DSS. 
Mrs. Roberta Long, Sterling, a graduate of 
Drake University, Des Moines, Iowa, is 
the chief registered pharmacist at DSS. The 
only other woman in the state who holds such 
a position is at the state school at Elpin. 
He main duty is dispensing medicine by 
filling doctor s orders. The medicines, how­ 
ever, are not given out to individual patients, 
but to persons qualified to administer them to 
the residents. 
Mrs. Long has a full working stock of 
drugs, and she has to keep records on that 
stock and its dispensation. 
Two licensed apprentices and the stores 
clerk are under Mrs. Long’s supervision. 
Before taking her job at DSS 2 Mi years ago, 
Mrs. Long worked in Chicago for three years, 
Dixon for two years, and Sterling for a year. 
“ Working here at the State School is a lot 
different than working retail. It’s a totally dif­ 
ferent setup as far as dispensing,” says Mrs. 


Long. 
Mrs. Long says she likes this job better 
than working retail. “This is a better job for a 
woman in a small city,” she says. 
“Pharmacy is a good profession for a 
womarri,” according to Mrs. Long. “There’s 
always a demand. I guess that’s why I studied 
it. There’re always opportunities and it’s fi­ 
nancially rewarding.” 


Mrs. Marilyn Yea ter, Dixon, stores clerk 
at DSS, has a job usually held by a man in 
state institutions. She is in charge of ordering 
hospital supplies and medications. Supplies 
for the pharmacy, all laboratories, physical 
therapy, X ray, consultants, and central sup­ 
ply are handled by Mrs. Yea ter. 
She makes out orders and sends them to 
the business office. When supplies are re­ 
ceived from the companies, she unpacks 
them and does all the paperwork, requisition­ 
ing them off to all units and departments. 
“ I have to keep all my shelves stocked. It’s 
just like a grocery store. I put the old stuff in 
front and the fresh behind it,” she says. Mrs. 
Yeater says she did at one time work at a gro­ 
cery store, doing much the same type of 
thing. 
She began her job as stores clerk in 1967, 
after passing a state test, and has been the 
only person in her office since then. “I’m it,” 


she explained. “I work in the only store in the 
institution that has one employe.” 
Before becoming stores clerk, Mrs. Yeater 
was a clerk-typist at DSS for four years. 
“It’s a very rewarding job,” she says. “ A 
lot of people depend upon me getting the or­ 
ders in on time and dispensing them as quick­ 
ly as possible.” 


The lady is a microbiologist. Sound 
strange? Well, it’s not strange to Mrs. Mary 
Sue Cox, who has worked for the past 2 2 years 
in the microbiology lab at DSS. 
“This lab is really where I got my train­ 
ing,” says Mrs. Cox, who began her work in 
the laboratory as technician. 
She went to night school, taking her train­ 
ing in microbiology until she switched her 
major to psychology. After three years of col­ 
lege she received her license in microbiology. 
Presently she is completing her master’s de­ 
gree in Community Mental Health. 
What does the microbiology lab do? Mrs. 
Cox sums it up by explaining, “We are trying 
to isolate the pathogenic organisms so the 
doctors can do chemotherapy, that is, admin­ 
ister the proper drugs.” 
The lab makes cultures of specimens from 
throats, noses, ears, abscesses and blood, as 
well as examining stools for dysentery and 
work on parasites and fungi. 
The job of the workers in the lab is, in 
short, to help doctors find out what is wrong 
with patients who are ill, by working with the 
samples.

Herzo g,” say s Dix o n May o r Warren Walder. 
“She is tru ly a great an d wo n derfu l p erso n , 
an d I lik e to thin k o f h er as my ‘righ t han d 
man ’ ” . 
The may o r’s “righ t han d man ” n ev er 
dreamed in 1958 when she was h ired o n a 
temp o rary b asis th at h er stay in City Hall 
wo u ld stretch o u t to 16 y ears. 
Mrs. Herzo g, n o w city co mp tro ller, said 
she was o rigin ally h ired to help wo rk o n a n ew 
acco u n tin g sy stem an d th at she was to hav e 
stay ed fo r ab o u t two week s. The city had 
hired a co n su ltan t to set u p the n ew sy stem 
an d Mrs. Herzo g was called in to assist. 
Th at was in Ju n e o f 1958. At th at time she 
was the dep u ty city clerk . She said she 
decided to stay b ecau se she tho u ght she might 
en jo y mu n icip al acco u n tin g wo rk . Befo re th at 
time, sh e had do n e fin an cial acco u n tin g 
p riv ately . 
To day , Mrs. Herzo g has mo v ed u p to the 
o ffice o f co mp tro ller. She was ap p o in ted to 
the o ffice o f treasu rer in No v emb er o f 1960 
an d the additio n al title o f co mp tro ller was 
co n ferred u p o n h er in May o f 1971, when the 
city co u n cil created th e o ffice. 
Geo rge Lin dq u ist, who was may o r at the 
time, Mrs. Herzo g was ap p o in ted co mp ­ 
tro ller, said he an d the late Co mmissio n er 
Haro ld Ro rer b ased th eir decisio n o n th e ad­ 
miratio n they had fo r h er. “We hired h er o n 
the b asis o f h er o v erall co mp eten ce as city 
treasu rer.” 
“As th e city b ecame mo re activ e an d 
fu n ds came alo n g, what with the differen t 
asp ects o f rev en u e sh arin g an d so o n , we 
n eeded a cen tralizatio n o f au tho rity , Lin d­ 
q u ist ex p lain ed. “So , we created the o ffice o f 
co mp tro ller. It p u lls ev ery thin g in to o n e area 
an d mak es an o v erall v iew p o ssib le. 


“The fact th at o th er o fficials aro u n d the 
state reco gn ize Mrs. Herzo g certain ly sho ws 
she h as the q u alities to meet the deman ds o f 
mo re th an a b o o k k eep er. She has realh 
p u lled the city o ffice to geth er.” 
Amo n g her du ties as b o th treasu rer an d 
co mp tro ller, Mrs. Herzo g is in ch arge o f all 
the city ’s acco u n ts an d the clerical wo rk ers 
who are resp o n sib le fo r them. She wo rk s 
directly u n der Fin an ce Co mmissio n er Walter 
Lo hse, an d she is req u ired to rep o rt the state 
o f the city ’s fin an ces to the City Co u n cil at 
v ario u s times. 
Lo hse, who wo rk s ex ten siv ely with Mrs. 
Herzo g, say s he h as “n o thin g b u t the highest 
admiratio n fo r h er.” He cites h er as b o th an 
o u tstan din g p erso n an d an efficien t, o u t­ 
stan din g emp lo y ee. “I co u ld go o n an d o n 
ab o u t h er,” he say s. 


Co mmen tin g ab o u t th e freq u en cy o f 
wo men in o ffices su ch as h er o wn , Mrs. 
Herzo g said it’s defin itely o n the in crease. She 
ex p lain ed th at the n u mb er o f wo men wo rk in g 
in the city o ffices in Dix o n has in creased, to o . 
“I’v e seen the n u mb er o f wo men wo rk in g 
h ere go u p . When I first came u p here, th ere 
were o n ly th ree. No w th ere are man y mo re. 
Thin gs h av e really ch an ged.” 
Th ere is a ligh ter side to h er jo b , to o . Mrs. 
Herzo g lau ghin gly ex p lain ed th at h er o ffice is 
in fro n t o f the o n ly restro o m in the u p p er flo o r 
o f the b u ildin g. All v isito rs, all the ac­ 
co u n tan ts an d secretaries, the may o r an d 
City Co u n cil memb ers hav e to p ass thro u gh • 
h er o ffice o n th eir way to the facility . “The 
May o r tells p eo p le they hav e to get my p er­ 
missio n to u se the restro o m,” Mrs. Herzo g 
said.

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Eyes career in 
law enforcement 


“ I ’ve always been kind of 
aware of police work 
and 
thought it would be a nice job. It 
never occurred to me that 
people would start saying 
things like ‘women don’t belong 
in law enforcement.’ ” 
Luann Leach, 20. Oregon, is out 
to prove poeple who make such 
statements wrong. Already she 
has her associate degree in ap 
plied science in Law Enforce­ 
ment from Sauk Valley College, 
and she is planning to continue 
her education at 
Bradley 
University, Peoria, working 
toward a bachelor of science 
degree in Law Enforcement 
Administration. 
“ I ’d 
like 
to 
go 
into 
criminalistics, or lab work,” 
she said. “ I ’m interested in 
something like processing evi­ 
dence. maybe.” 
Luann says she has had some 
trouble because of her unusual 
major. When I first started and 
people would ask me my major, 
I didn’t want to tell them, be­ 
cause I was embarrassed.” At 
the University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, where she spent her 
first year, there were more 
girls in law enforcement, she 
explained, but when she came 
to Sauk Valley, there were very 
few. 
Robert Crouse, head of the 
Division of Law Enforcement at 
Sauk Valley was very helpful, 
according to Luann. “ He was 
really receptive to women, 
maybe because he had once 
worked with a woman partner. 
He was always trying to get 
women into the program.” 
Most of Luann s trouble at 
Sauk Valley came from some of 
the older men in the law en­ 
forcement courses. 
She ex­ 
plained that many of them, 
especially some of the State 
Policemen were very opposed to 
women in law enforcement. 


“ Some of the state policemen 
keep telling us there’s going to 
be trouble when they have to 
work with women. I just think 
they’re making it all up,” she 
said. 
“ TTie worst thing is that they 
(the State Police) are going to 
call the women ‘trooperettes.’ 
There’s some kind of a suit in 
Pennsylvania now about that.” 
Luann says the big push to 
integrate local and state police 
departments around the coun­ 
try has come since the federal 
government integrated the Jus­ 
tice Department. 
Several person urged Luann 
to sign up for the recent State 
Police recruiting drive, but 
Luann says she wanted to get 
her bachelor’s degree first.

DHS graduate 
hopes to break 
all-male rule 
in greenhouse 


Vicki Rick loves plants. In itself that doesn’t sound 
very unusual. What is unusual about Vicki and her liking 
for plants is that she wants to do more than merely raise 
plants in her kitchen window. Vicki wants to be a green­ 
house manager, a traditionally male job. 
Vicki, who was graduated from Dixon High School in 
June, was the only girl last year in a class of about ten 
boys taking Greenhouse Management from Albert Tie- 
ken, agriculture teacher at DHS. 
She says she has always liked plants, and that she of­ 
ten watched and helped her father as he did yard work or 
gardening. These experiences and taking the course last 
year helped Vicki decide that she wants to make plants 
her life’s work. 
This year Vicki plans to take Ornamental Horticul­ 
ture at Sauk Valley College, also a traditionally “ male” 
course.

Conflict charge mars Mrs. Willard's 
early days in Dixon School Board 


“ I had been in groups where many people said they 
wanted to see a woman on the school board. Others want­ 
ed to see someone on the board with a first-hand knowl­ 
edge of the schools. I had both qualifications, so I put them 
together and I ran for the board,” says Mrs. Judith W il­ 
lard, 
Mrs. W illard, at present the only female member of 
the Dixon School Board, says she has not noticed any dis­ 
crimination because she is a woman. 
“ I have noticed an interest on the part of the other 
board members to try to keep me up-to-date on the issues. 
Whenever an issue comes up which had been voted on be­ 
fore I was a board member, they are concerned that I do 
know what is going on,” she says. This extra care, how­ 
ever, may be due to the fact that she is a new board mem­ 
ber, according to Mrs. W illard. 
Mrs. W illard, a native of Sterling, has been in Dixon 
for the past seven years. She taught United States History 
at Dixon High School for five years. 
The target of a recent conflict-of-interest suit about 
her board membership, Mrs. W illard maintained from the 
first that the conflict did not exist, even though her hus­ 
band, Merlin W illard, is a teacher at Dixon High School. 
The school board has accepted her as a new member 
without qualification, and Mrs. W illard is rapidly becom­ 
ing a full member, with increasing responsibilities despite 
the legal controversy surrounding her. 
“ As time goes on I am becoming more verbal at each 
meeting. I have been careful that I know what 1 am talk­ 
ing about, because that’s very important,” she says. 
“ When a person speaks, he should really be saying some­ 
thing.” 
The school board is going to be “ a challenge,” accord­ 
ing to Mrs. W illard. “ It ’s 100 per cent more work than 
what most people realize. Tbe meetings are just the sur­ 
face, the tip of the iceberg. 
“ Besides the bi-monthly meetings, there are meetings

Woman deputy wins acceptance 


“The men make me feel right at home. I don’t think 
they resent me being on the force or anything,” says Miss 
Jean Kellen, Lee County’s first female deputy. 
“ Even the wives have accepted me. They invite me 
for coffee and stuff like that,” says Jean. 
Jean, who began her duty on June 21 of this year, says 
the male deputies treat her pretty much as they probably 
would any new deputy. “ They look after me like they 
would any man,” she explained. 
People outside of the force approve of her, too, says 
Jean. “ Most of the people I ’ve talked to said they thought 
it was good that the sheriff had hired a g irl.” She went on 
to explain, “ With the jail up here and women prisoners be­ 
ing kept there, they thought it was a good idea.” 
Jean, a graduate of Western Illinois University, Ma­ 
comb, first came to the Lee County department in Jan ­ 
uary, when she began a three-month internship under the 
auspices of the university. While she was here she took a 
firearms course at the Law Enforcement Center and 
learned quite a bit about the department’s operation. 
Her interest in law enforcement began while she was 
a student, according to Jean. She took a course in law en­ 
forcement because “ it looked interesting.” “ I really liked 
the course,” she recalls, “ and I decided to go on and that I 
wanted to be in it (law enforcement).” 
As a part of Jean’s new umform, she carries r .38-cali­ 
ber pistol, smaller and less powerful than the Magnum 
.357-caliber guns packed by the male deputies. “ The .357S 
are just too big,” Jean admitted. 
Jean is getting used to the idea of carrying the gun. 
She may even be ready to shoot at a person someday if 
necessary. 
“ If you have to shoot at someone, you have to,” she 
explained. “ I suppose if they were shooting at me or if I 
needed to protect another officer, I ’d be able to do it. It’s 
something I ’ve thought about.” 
If Jean ever has to shoot at a person, she’ll probably 
hit him. Sheriff Ray Nehring labeled her as a “ very good 
shot,” and explained that her target-shooting scores were 
in the high 50s on a 60-point scale. 
Jean has been learning to do the usual patrol duties 
required of all the deputies. For the first week she was on 
the job, she went out in squad cars with other deputies and 
learned the county roads. Now she is on her own. 
Among the duties required of a road deputy is stop­ 
ping traffic violators and issuing tickets. Jean made her 
first several stops while supervised by another deputy, 
seated in the car, but now she makes them on her own. 
“ So far I haven’t had any trouble,” she says. “ If I 
ever do, though, I can always radio for assistance.” She 
explained that whenever she stops a car, she is required to 
radio in first to inform the base of her location, so she 
would be able to receive assistance. 
As a matron, Jean supervises female prisoners, espe­ 
cially if they are juveniles. When a female of any age is 
arrested, Jean is called in to search her. Adult females 
are then held in the Lee County Ja il. A juvenile, however, 
is more often held in Rockford, or sent elsewhere, rather 
than to jail. If this is the case, Jean must stay with the girl 
until she is transported, and also with her when she is re­ 
turned for a court hearing. 
“ I ’m on call at any time of the night for such arrests,” 
Jean says.” 
Jean has also done some work for the county detec­ 
tives. She has on occasion been asked to gather informa­ 
tion for them, and to type up reports when they are 
needed. She is quick to explain that this is work usually 
done by any of the deputies, and is not secretarial work. 
Abandoned cars have become one of Jean’s special 
provinces. The sheriff, she explained, had her taught how 
to examine them and she is being called to take care of 
such complaints now. 
The sheriff has also been preparing Jean to deal with 
what the department calls “ other misdemeanor cases,” 
which include auto accidents and fam ily arguments. 
Nehring himself thinks Jean is working out well for 
the department. “ She is really excellent. Tlie men seem to 
have accepted her without any problems, too” he said.
